Egsrpt already has said it will 
not agree to international control 
of the canal. The Soviet Union has 
supported Egypt’s nationalization 
of the waterway. 
The Suez debate appeared head­ 
ed for closed-door sessions as sron 
as Soviet Foreign Minister DiniW 
Sh^ilov. Egyptian Foreign Minis­ 
ter Mahmoud Fawzi, Secretary of 
State Dulles and others have ma d e 
opening statements. 
Delegates planned to continue 
their private talks over the week­ 
end. Duties conferred with Fawzi 
for a half-hour Friday night. The 
Secretary of State was to re^ ve 
an honorary degree at Williams 
College this morning but was ex­ 
pected to resume his talks here 
later in the day. 
The next council meetmg will be 
held Monday at 9 :30 a.m. when 
Fawzi is expected to lead off. The 
opening round probably will end 
by Tuesday night and then, a 
French 
spokesman 
predicted, 
there will be two or three days of 
private sessions. 
The closed meetings, proposea 
Friday by British Foreign S ^ 
retary Selwyn Uoyd and backej 
by Duties, are intended to switch 
the spotlight away and make it 
easy for frank t ^ s with Egypt. 
There was no immediate reac­ 
tion from Fawzi on the idea o 
closed meetings, but a m em l^ o 
the Egyptian delagatien indicated 
a coolness toward the proposal. 
The British-French resolution 
presented by Uoyd and French 
Foreign Minister Christian Pineau 
called for full U.N. backing of the 
proposal made by the first London 
conference in mid-August for m- 
temational control of the 103-mile 
waterway. 
It asked the council to recom­ 
mend that “Egypt should cooper­ 
ate by negotiations in working out, 
on the basis of these proposals, a 
system of operation to be applied 
to the Suez Canal.” 
It also asked the council to urge 
Egypt to cooperate with the Suez 
Canal Users Assn. pending the 
outcome of the negotiations. 
Egypt’s President Nasser react­ 
ed the proposals of the first Lon­ 
don conference and has sharply 
criticized the assocUtion plan. 
Russia has backed him up. 
At the council meeting Duties 
announced he would vote for the 
British-French resolution, but said 
he would wait until later to make 
his main speech. 
In London, SCUA elected six na­ 
tions — to head the drive for a 
peaceful settlement of the Suez 
crisis. 
The six which will serve as an

United States. Britain, France, It­ 
aly. Norway and Iran. A seventh 
country will be named when three 
hesitant nations—Japan.

WASHINGTON US — New criti­ 
cism of Adlai E. Stevenson’s posi­ 
tion on the military draft was ex­ 
pected today from President Ei­ 
senhower, who says the Demo­ 
cratic candidate’s H-bomb state­ 
ments cause “confusion • • • and 
misunderstanding.” 
Eisenhower 
reportedly 
w a s 
working on a second formal state­ 
ment, similar to that on H-bomb 
issued Friday, to deal with Steven- 
enson’s contention the draft should 
be ended “ at the earliest moment 
consistent with the national safe­ 
ty.”Friday’s 
statement 
outUni^ 
Eisenhower’s views on Stevenson’s 
repeated contentions the United 
States should take the lead in end­ 
ing hydrogen bomb tests if other 
atomic powers follow a similar 
policy. 
It isn’t the first time Eisenhow­ 
er has replied on either subject. 
He started in, as a matter of fact, 
in his first major speech of the 
campaign, a broadcast and tele­ 
vised adchress Sept. 19. 
He is expected to take on the 
draft a position much the same 
as he assumed then, when he said: 
“We cannot prove wise and 
strong by hinting that our mili­ 
tary draft might soon be suspend- 
ed--even though every family nat- 
uraUy hopes for the day when it 
might be possible. This—I speak 
categorically—cannot be done un­ 
der world conditions of today. It 
would weaken our armed forces. 
It would propagate neutralist sent­ 
iment everywhere. It would shock 
our allies who are calling upon 
their people to shoulder arms in 
our common cause.” 
In the statement Friday, Ei­ 
senhower did not mention Steven- 
swi by name. But he did quote 
Stevenson’s comments as he de­ 
livered some unconcealed slaps. 
He said he regretted the gov­ 
ernment’s policy with respect to 
testing large-scale nuclear weap­ 
ons had been made a campaign 
issue, adding: 
“The manner in which the issue 
has been raised can lead only to 
confusion at home and misunder­ 
standing abroad.” 
Eisenhower called the testing of 
nuclear weapons “an indispens­ 
able part of our defense pro­ 
gram.” 
Eisenhower said what he called 
“the unwisdom of such action,” 
without proper international safe­ 
guards, was emphasized by Sen. 
Anderson (D-NM), chairman of 
the Senate-House Atomic Energy 
Committee. He quoted Anderson 
as saying there was no indication 
Russia would stop its tests and 
under the circumstances he—And­ 
erson—did not believe this coun­ 
try could call off its tests. 
“The testimony of such a re­ 
sponsible Democrat,” Eisenhower 
said,, “makes clear that this « 
not—as it should not be—^a parti­ 
san political issue but an issue 
raised by one individual.”

BOSTON US—A Suffolk Superior 
Court jury early today convicted 
eight men of taking part in the 
$1,219,(XX) Brink’s robbery — the 
largest cash haul in the nation’s 
history. 
They face a maximum of life 
imprisonment. 
The all-male jury deliberated 3 
hours and 27 minutes before con­ 
victing seven of the eight defend­ 
ants of armed robbery—meaning 
they actually participated in the 
Jan. 17, 1950 looting. 
The eighth—Joseph F. Me Gin- 
nis, 52, termed by the prosecution 
as the “brains”—was convicted as 
an accessory before the fact of 
armed robbery and accessory to 
breaking and entering, which car­ 
ry the same penalty. 
Me Ginnis was acquitted of 
armed robbery and breaking and 
entering charges by directed ver­ 
dict before the case went to the 
jury at 10:23 p.m. Friday night. 
Convicted after the nine-week 
trial as participants were Anthony 
Pino, 48;. Vincent J. Costa, 41; 
Michael V. Geagan, 47; Adolph 
Maffie, 44; 
Henry Baker, 49 ; 
James I. Faherty, 44; and Thom­ 
as F. Richardson, 48. All are from 
greater Boston. 
“ Of course we are going to ap­ 
peal,” chief defense counsel Paul 
T. Smith said. “We have 21 days 
to file that appeal. These have 
been nine long weeks and we want 
a few days to get straightened 
out.” 
When jury foreman Thomas F. 
Donahue, 43, read the guilty ver­ 
dicts, Me Ginnis’ wife collapsed. 
Faherty’s sister buried her head 
in a handkerchief. A woman rela­

of

defendant 
screamed. 
Tuesday morning was fixed as 
the day of sentencing. 
In his final argument, Dist. Atty. 
Garrett H. Byrne referred to the 
defendants as “potential murder­ 
ers, men who wt^d destroy every­ 
thing that is decent.”

“came here without any fears or 
promises . . . he may be anything 
you want to call him but he came 
in here and he didn’t have to.”

“We 
cannot prove wise

CALVIN COOLIDGE

Bom July 4, 1872, Plymouth, Vermont, son of a 
farmer who also ran a country store. He graduated 
from Amherst College, 1894, where he was awarded 
a prize in national competition among college seniors 
for the best essay on causes of the War of Independ­ 
ence. Studied law in Northampton, Massachusetts; 
admitted to the bar in 1897. 
He made his way from the bottom rung of the 
political ladder. At 27, elected member of city coun­ 
cil, Northampton; at 28, city solicitor; at 32, clerk 
of courts; at 35, a state legislator; at 38, mayor; at 40, 
state senator; at 44, Lieutenant Governor. When he 
was Governor in 1919, his stand against the Boston 
police strike gained him national prominence. Re­ 
elected Governor, he was nominated for Vice Presi­ 
dent by the Republicans, and was promoted to the 
Presidency by the death of Harding. 
Sparing with words and apparently cold, he wore 
his honors simply and quietly. He displayed shrewd­ 
ness and a shy common sense in language that was 
often drily humorous and always terse. Did much 


to help a popular understanding of government. 
Broke all records in the number of times he vetoed 
laws passed by Congress. Insisted on federal econ­ 
omy. Paid no attention to what others thought ex­ 
cept those in w hose principles he also believed. A 
lover of nature; pastimes were fishing and hunting. 
He was sworn in by his father on the native farm 
as thirtieth President of the United States August 
3,1923. By the election of 1924 he became the second 
Vice President elevated to the Presidency by death to 
receive the office later from the people. During his 
administration settlement was made for payments 
of debts owed the U. S. by war-time allies; the na­ 
tional debt and taxes were reduced; the Kellogg- 
Briand treaties, outlawing war, were signed at Paris. 
Prosperity, previously unequaled, existed. It was 
taken for granted that the Republicans would ignore 
the third term tradition and renominate him, but 
in 1928 he issued the statement: “I do not choose to 
run.” He retired to Northampton and w rote articles, 
dying January 5, 1933, aged 60.

Tomasz.Potocki, a Pole, writin g 
in the 1 ^ ’s, as qu oted by Jan 
Ku charzewski, in his book, “The 
Orig in s of Modern Ru ssia,” said: 
“With an in n er barbarism an d 
su perficial polish, there prev ails in 
Ru ssia ‘despotism of form, t h e 
erron eou s n otion that u n iformity 
an d order are sy n on y mou s, a n o­ 
tion con trary to n atu re, to org an i­ 
zation created by God HiAiiself 
wherein su preme order depen ds 
u pon the g reatest v ariety , a n d 
wherein on ly death is u n iform.’ 
“Potocki makes the profou n d ob­ 
serv ation that su ch a deeply root­ 
ed ‘worship of u n iformity ’ is more 
du rable than an y social or political 
order. . .”

How tru e all this is today ! The 
Bolshev ik Rev olu tion did n ot make 
for g reater freedom; it clothed au ­ 
tocracy an d the in sisten ce u pon 
u n iformity in modern terms. It re­ 
jected democracy in fav or of the 
dictatorship of the Party as the 
Czars rejected democracy in fav or 
of au tocracy . 
An d what it came to du rin g Sta­ 
lin ’s reg ime was the au tocracy of 
Stalin who ex ercised g r e a t e r 
power ov er the liv es of the people 
than the Czar ev er did, u n dou bted­ 
ly becau se he was more efficien t 
an d more ru Udess than the Czar. 
Khru shchev tried somethin g a 
little differen t. His first startlin g 
mov e was to g o to Yu g oslav ia with 
Bu lg an in to apolog ize to Tito for 
Stalin ’s ex pu lsion of Tito from the 
Comin form, on accou n t of Tito’s 
n on -con formity . 
Mean while, Tito had amassed 
n early a billion dollars of Amer­ 
ican aid an d was askin g for more; 
he had established himself as an 
importan t in tern ation al 
f i g u r e 
with British an d American assis­ 
tan ce; he had org an ized the Balk­ 
an Allian ce which fell a p a r t 
throu g h n o fau lt of his; he had 
v isited Great Britain as an official 
state g u est. Tito asserted himself 
mig htily n ot on ly for these reason s 
bu t becau se he kn ew that in the 
Commu n ist world he had on ly on e 
competitor, the Red Chin ese, Mao 
Tze-tu n g . 


SO NOW Tito has g on e to Sov iet 
Ru ssia to assert the philosophy of 
n ation alistic Commu n ism, a 
doc ­ 
trin e which Georg i Dimitrov of 
Bu lg aria an d An a Pau ker of Ru ­ 
man ia fav ored an d on e died an d 
the other san k in to obliv ion . 
If Tito prev ails, h« i can become 
the su ccessor of Stalin in a n ew^- 
formed Comin tern . As it stan ds to­ 
day , there is n o open in tern ation al 
Commu n ist org an ization . 
S t a l i n 
abolished the Third In tern ation al 
an d established the Comin form 
which n ev er amou n ted to mu ch 
cau se Stalin cou ld n ot recog n ize 
the equ ality of Commu n is’ parties 
in other cou n tries than Ru ssia. 
Today , it is n ecessary to re-es- 
lablish an in tern ation al Commu n ist 
org an ization becau se each party is 
g oin g its own way ai^d some, like 
the American party , are dy in g for 
wan t of direction .

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Trick Comparison 
The point that a handful of southern congress­ 
men are trying to make against racial in­ 
tegration of schools in Washington, D. C., is sim­ 
ple. 
They want to prove that colored students 
are at a ‘ disadvantage in the initial state of 
their integration into schools which formerly 
were all white. To do this, they have a bagful 
of tricky comparisons that prove their point. 
Actually, it needs no proving. The superin­ 
tendent of Washington schools, Robert M. Corn­ 
ing, admits that the economic and educational 
disadvantages of Negroes in the nation s capi­ 
tal are reflected in their school work as a 
group. 
But he stoutly denies that this is necessarily 
a permanent problem in school administration, 
or that colored pupils as individuals are going 
to be at a permanent disadvantage relative to 
white pupils. 
While the southerners are laboring their point 
at the expense of the Washington school sys­ 
tem, which all of us have a hand in supporting, 
there is another comparison they^are not like­ 
ly to make. This one wouldn’t be tricky. • 
Suppose they were to compare the lowest in- 
telligence-quotient group of white pupils with 
the highest inteHigence-quotient group of col­ 
ored pupils, then make the same comparison 
between the highest whites and the lowest col­ 
ored, instead of proving what needs no proving 
—that Negro children who have been poorly 
trained are not finding it easy as a group to 
catch up to white children who have been bet­ 
ter trained. 


Because They Say So 
No one will know for a long time what Is 
being decided about Communist ideology in the 
Crimean conference between Khrushchev and 
Tito. 
When Khrushchev made the switch 
from 
Stalinism to Leninism, no one knew it was 
coming. Most of the world didn’t know it had 
happened until the news leaked out by accident. 
Except for a tiny group of insiders who 
struggle with each other for the right to dic­ 
tate the party line, the rule of the Communists 
is to tell their followers nothing, on the sound 
assumption Communist ideology cannot stand 
discussion. 
This is the essence of politics in Russia and 
the satellite states—this ideology by edict. It 
makes an interesting comparison with condi­ 
tions in the United States where critics com­ 
plain everlastingly because party principles are 
agitated and kept fluid by popular discussion. 
This is the bane of authoritarian minds in 
this country. They would prefer to have party 
lines laid down by edict, enforced by edict and 
changed by edict. 
They would like to believe there is no line 
other than the one they believe in; that no one 
has authority to lay down an official line other 
than some official they like; that things are so 
in politics because they say so. 
The Russian Communists didn’t invent the 
authoritarian mind. They merely utilized it in 
an authoritarian system of politics. 


Not Before Nov. 4 
Those Russians planning to inspect the Nov. 
6 voting in the United States . . . er ah, will 
it be possible to keep them from getting here 
before Nov. 4? 
The voting on Nov. 6 will be something for 
them to see, provided they don't look at it in 
big-city strongholds where the fast shuffle, the 
short pencil and the 
graveyard 
registration 
lists are still in use. 
The way the election results are reported, 
collected, processed and made known in all 
parts of the nation before daybreak the next 
morning will give the visitors something to think 
about. 
The closeness of the vote in tight contests 
and the acceptance of the outcome by candi­ 
dates and their friends will convince them that 
good faith is the secret of popular government. 
But it would be just as well if the visitors 
did not try to grasp the merits of the cam­ 
paigning that precedes the voting It would be 
hard for them to understand why any good 
can come out of a contest between candidates 
who call each other crooks, liars, bubble-heads, 
stumble - bums, 
bird 
brains, 
puppets, back­ 
trackers, distortionists, fools, knaves, opportun­ 
ists, corruptionists and jackasses. 
It is hard for us homegrown patriots to under­ 
stand sometimes how good government can be 
expected of men — and women — whose idea 
of a bang-up campaign in the good old Yankee 
Doodle way is to call each 
other 
belittling 
names.

Tito Grows In Stature In Communist World 


Uniformity, as well as autocra­ 
cy, has been a principle of Rus­ 
sian history from the earliest per­ 
iod of the Duchy of Moscovy until 
t h e dictator­ 
ship of Joseph 
Stalin. 
Khrus- 
chev’s attempt 
t o 
introduce 
even a modi­ 
cum of f r e e 
criticism 
and 
i n d e p e n- 
dent 
opinion 
has met with 
c o n s i d e r - 
George Sokolsky able resistance 
and already has produced a crisis 
in Communist affairs. To meet this 
crisis. Khrushchev has 
appealed 
to Tito for support and the ques­ 
tion of the day is just how much 
support Tito can produce 
with­ 
out Tito, himself, becoming t h e 
head of the Soviet Universal State. 
The influence of Tito may become 
very great indeed, because in the 
history of the post-Leninist period 
of world Communism, Tito h a s 
shown a greater capacity for lead­ 
ership than any of the Russians 
except Stalin. 


RUSSIFICATION a l w a y s has 
meant conformity and if in Czar­ 
ist Russia, Jews and 
Christians 
other than the Orthodox were un­ 
welcomed, it was not because of 
hatred for their religion, but out 
of dislike for non-conformity. 
Yet what . hrushchev has 
ac­ 
complished, in his 
down-grading 
of Stalin, has been to stimulate a 
non-conformist attitude in C o m ­ 
munist parties throughout 
t h e 
world. The reason that Tito and 
Stalin quarreled in 1948 was that 
Tito insisted that one could be a 
Communist without accepting the 
patterns of Stalin. 
Tomasz Potocki, a Pole, writing 
in the 1850’s, as quoted by Jan 
Kucharzewski, in his book. “The 
Origins of Modern Russia,” said: 
“With an inner barbarism and 
superficial polish, there prevails in 
Russia ‘despotism of form, t h e 
erroneous notion that uniformity 
and order are synonymous, a no­ 
tion contrary to nature, to organi­ 
zation created by God Himself 
wherein supreme order 
depends 
upon the greatest variety, 
a n d 
wherein only death is uniform.’ 
“ Potocki makes the profound ob­ 
servation that such a deeply root­ 
ed ‘worship of uniformity’ is more 
durable than any social or political 
order. . .” 


HE ALSO quotes another Polish 
writer, J. I. Kraszewski, writing in 
1869, who said 
“ It lies in the nature of men 
who have lived for nine centuries 
under an oppressing despotism, 


that, as soon as it ceases, they 
should dream of another one, in a 
different form, yet not less effica­ 
cious. An autocracy by the grace 
of God is followed by a despotism 
of the blind masses. . .in the name 
of freedom.” 
How true all this is today! The 
Bolshevik Revolution did not make 
for greater freedom; it clothed au­ 
tocracy and the insistence 
upon 
uniformity in modern terms. It re­ 
jected democracy in favor of the 
dictatorship of the Party as the 
Czars rejected democracy in favor 
of autocracy. 
And what it came to during Sta­ 
lin’s regime was the autocracy of 
Stalin who exercised g r e a t e r 
power over the lives of the people 
than the Czar ever did, undoubted­ 
ly because he was more efficient 
and more ruthless than the Czar. 
Khrushchev tried something a 
little different. His first startling 
move was to go to Yugoslavia with 
Bulganin to apologize to Tito for 
Stalin’s expulsion of Tito from the 
Cominform, on account of Tito’s 
non-conformity. 
Meanwhile, Tito had amassed 
nearly a billion dollars of Amer­ 
ican aid and was asking for more; 
he had established himself as an 
important international f i g u r e 
with British and American assis­ 
tance; he had organized the Balk­ 
an Alliance which fell a p a r t 
through no fault of his; he had 
visited Great Britain as an official 
state guest. Tito asserted himself 
mightily not only for these reasons 
but because he knew that in the 
Communist world he had only one 
competitor, the Red Chinese, Mao 
Tze-tung. 


SO NOW Tito has gone to Soviet 
Russia to assert the philosophy of 
nationalistic Communism, a d o c ­ 
trine which Georgi Dimitrov 
of 
Bulgaria and Ana Pauker of Ru­ 
mania favored and one died and 
the other sank into oblivion. 
If Tito prevails, h« can become 
the successor of Stalin in a newly- 
formed Comintern. As it stands to­ 
day, there is no open international 
Communist organization. S t a l i n 
abolished the Third International 
and 
established the 
Cominform 
which never amounted to much be­ 
cause Stalin could not recognize 
the equality of Communis* parties 
in other countries than Russia. 
Today, it is necessary to re-es­ 
tablish an international Communist 
organization because each party is 
going its own way and some, like 
the American party, are dying for 
want of direction. 
Khrushchev obviously has n o t 
the stature to lead a world move­ 
ment which must include Tito and 
Mao Tze-tung. Tito has such sta­ 
ture, thanks to British and Ameri­ 
can aid.

There was a relatively unnoticed 
election in Britain the other day 
which one day may rival in signi­ 
ficance our own national race.

friend of the Soviet 
Union 
and 
Sovietized China. 


MANY OF US RELIEVE that 
this left - wing Socialist, Nye Bev- 
an, has just started the political 
trek to the prime ministry of the 
British Empire. So do many in­ 
formed circles in London believe 
this. 
Many in British political circles 
believe 
that the 
British 
Labor 
Party will oust Sir Anthony Eden 
in the next general election. You 
can get better odds than the Dod­ 
gers did by betting against the 
British conservatives. 
If the odds are right and British 
labor takes over, then Nye Bevan 
will become either foreign minis­ 
ter, defense minister of chancellor 
of the exchequer, sort of a com­ 
bined secretary of commerce and 
the treasury in our cabinet. 
This will mean that our closest 
ally will be partially governed by 
a man who has fought for the sur 
vival of the London Daily Worker; 
a man who has accused our forces 
of not fighting during the war be­ 
cause we did not jump into a sec­ 
ond front offensive when the Rus­ 
sians wanted it. 


HE IS A MAN WHO has brutal­ 
ized the U.S. in the crudest anti­ 
capitalist speeches: a man w h o 
personally promised Mao Tse-tung 
in Peiping he would try to swing 
the western world to Red China: a 
man who believes there should not 
be anti-Communist 
alliances; 
a 
man who wants the West to end its 
stockpiling of atomic and hydrogen 
bombs. 
This Bevan has used the halls 
of Parliament to mock the United 
States. I recall hearing him and 
his left-wing Socialist colleagues 
laugh at us as though Americans 


were Neanderthal idiots — attack­ 
ing us for “ invading” Guatemala 
when that little country was in the 
hands of Soviet agents. 
I recall Nye Bevan saying that 
the U.S. was wrong in opposing 
Soviet China. On June 5, 1954, when 
many an American family was 
mourning a lad dead somewhere 
on the mountainsides of Korea, 
this big, blond, voluble theoretician 
who never so much as heard 
a giant firecracker go off, except 
during the blitz of London, said; 


“ THE 
ACCUSATION that the 
Chinese People’s Republic is 
an 
aggressor 
is 
far 
fetched 
and 
groundless.. .Here we have a new 
definition of aggression. Apparent­ 
ly it is now possible for a country 
to ‘aggress’ against its own peo­ 
ple. If this means anything at all, 
it means that the main charge 
against revolutionary China is that 
of being revolutionary. 
“So we are now to understand 
that political and social revolution 
is an act of aggression. If this does 
not lead to military sanctions de­ 
signed to suppress it, the act of I 
revolution 
renders 
the 
country 
guilty of it, and ineligible for mem­ 
bership in the United Nations. . . 
The 
American 
official 
policy 
wishes to convert the UN into a I 
counter - revolutionary organiza­ 
tion.” 
This is the man who is now sec­ 
ond in command of the British 
Labor Party. He is a defiant left­ 
wing Socialist hiding behind the 
labor label which has carried him 
to power in and out of Parliament. 


THIS IS THE MAN who said of 
this label and this party; “I am 
not interested in being the leader 
of any party but merely in being 
a leader. If the Labor Party is not 
going to be a Socialist Party I do 
not want to lead it.” 
Since he is, in effect doing much 
of the leading we can now believe 
that the British Labor Party, is 
his kind of Socialist Party. 
Regardless of who wins our own 
presidential ^election, the Ameri­ 
can people liave just lost the Brit­ 
ish Labor Party election — and 
perhaps a mighty ally, too, in the 
long run.

business, influenced by big busi­

body has allegedly benefited 
at 
somebody else’s expense, and that 
Mr. Eisenhower is 
presumably 
the enemy of the workingman. 
Small wonder that the Presi­ 
dent, himself, hit back vehement­ 
ly at such tactics in the campaign, 
when he said at Cleveland: 
“The opposition say that they 
alone care for the 
workingmen 
and women of America and that 
the Republican party is really a 
vague kind of political conspiracy 
by big business to destroy organ­ 
ized labor and to bring hunger 
and torment to every worker in 
America. This is more than politi­ 
cal bunk. It is willful nonsense. 
It is wicked nonsense.” 


TURNED OVER to the 
other 
side of the coin. Republican speak­ 
ers can make a pretty good case 
on what 
the 
hostility 
of 
the 
Democrats to big business could 
mean 
in 
legislative 
moves 
to 
harass, if not frustrate, the larger 
companies and prevent them from 
expanding. This could discourage 
job creation and fuller 
employ­ 
ment. 
In Michigan, for instance, are 
three big businesses — Ford, Gen­ 
eral Motors and Chrysler—princi­ 
pal producers in the nation's big­ 
gest industry. 
Would workers in those plants 
be benefited if a Democratic ad- 
miistration gets into power and 
starts 
breaking up 
these 
com­ 
panies? 
Employment 
in 
the 
state 
of 
Michigan would take a 
decided 
drop, 
and 
there 
would 
be 
a 
chaotic period of stagnation if the 
federal government began to take 
over or to regulate the auto in­ 
dustry. 
Working 
for 
the 
government 
means, 
of 
course, 
that 
labor 
unions lose their right to strike— 
their most important lever in col­ 
lective bargaining. Radicals who 
favor government ownership as 
the alternative 
to 
big 
business 
operations . had their way a few 
years ago 
in 
England, 
for ex­ 
ample. when t h e Socialist Labor 
party voted to have the govern­ 
ment take over the steel industry. 
The people repudiated this at a 
subsequent election. 
Despite all the denunciation of 
“big business,” there is no clear 
definition in the present campaign 
by the Democrats as to just what 
they consider wrong about the 
larger companies. If those com­ 
panies are violating antitrust laws 
and aren’t being prosecuted, there 
could be a case made. But the 
denunciation from the Democrats 
is of “ big business” in general. 


WHEN IT COMES to enforcing 
antitrust laws, the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration has been just as zeal­ 
ous as, if not more so than, its 
predecessors. The other 
day 
a 
business executive who heads up 
a large corporate enterprise was 
saying privately to this writer: 
“ I shall vote for Ike reluctant­ 
ly. I like him personally. But his 
Department of Justice has caused 


my company more trouble than all 
the Democratic administrations in 
past years put together.” 
An attempt is constantly made 
by the Democratic spokesmen to 
place “big business” in the posi­ 
tion of seeking to eliminate unions. 
Actually, 
unions 
derive 
their 
right to exist from a statute of 
Congress, and 
no candidate 
or 
spokesman on the Republican side 
has proposed the repeal of the 
law-given right of the unions to 
bargain collectively through rep­ 
resentatives of their own choosing. 
What apparently is back of the 
drive agaist “big business” is an 
effort to create a hostile atmos­ 
phere 
to 
the 
private-enterprise 
system 
itself — to cultivate the 
ground 
for the introduction 
of 
state socialism. Yet no body of 
workers in the world enjoys the 
high wages and the high stand­ 
ard of living which has been ob­ 
tained for these workers under the 
private-enterprise system. 


IT ISN’T CLEAR what are the 


affiliations 
of 
the 
Democrats 
themselves with “ big 
business.” 
Thus Mr. Stevenson last year was 
not averse to accepting a fee from 
a big corporation which he repre­ 
sented as a lawyer arguing a case 
before the Supreme Court. 
There are many Democrats ac­ 
tive in the 
campaign who 
are 
members of law firms which de­ 
rive much of their proceeds from 
big business. 
The truth of the matter is that 
it is not the professional politi­ 
cians but the radical organizations 
working for the election of Steven­ 
son which are really hostile to 
large business. 
Hence, it is surprising to see 
Mr. Stevenson adopting the anti­ 
business arguments of the radi­ 
cals. This can only result in grave 
doubts being aroused among work­ 
ingmen as to what would happen 
to them if a Democratic adminis­ 
tration came into power after a 
campaign based so definitely on 
speeches hostile to business.

Once a year on this day in Oc­ 
tober newspapers call attention to 
the role of newspaperboy in news- 
papering. 
Most newspapermen, t h e rn- 
selves, were newspaperboys when 
young, so they know what they 
are talking about.

men and women, know the ropes, 
too, because they 
once 
carried 
papers. 
Mass circulation of newspapers 
in this century of progress has 
provided opportunities for young­ 
sters in all kinds of circumstances 
to learn first-hand at an impres­ 
sionable age how it feels to ac­ 
cept responsibility. 
They have learned the hard way 
what it’s like to tackle a chore 
that must be done day in and day 
out. They have learned how to 
handle their own and other peo­ 
ple’s money. They have learned 
the meaning of accountability. 
Newspapers 
believe 
this 
has 
been an important part of their 
carriers’ education—more import­ 
ant even than some aspects 
of 
school room training. N e w s p a- 
pers point with pride to d o z e n s 
of citizens in 
every 
community 
who give credit to this training 
for valuable lessons in how to get 
along in the world. 
There are other ways to learn 
the same lessons, of course, but 
there is no better way. That is 
why Newspaperboy day early each 
October deserves s p e c i a l at­ 
tention by all who are interested 
in the problem of all-around edu­ 
cation for the rising generation. 
It adds up to the development 
of a sense of responsibility and 
the self-discipline which makes re­ 
sponsibility bearable. 
Sooner or later, everyone must 
learn that he is answerable for 
his own acts; that rewards must 
be earned and penalties cannot 
be evaded. 
If it is true, as much evidence 
indicates it is, that something is 
being goofed in the upbringing of 
juveniles that is leaving a blank 
place where their sense 
of 
re­ 
sponsibility ought to be, the in­ 
clination to relieve children of all 
responsibility while they are grow­ 
ing up may be part of the trouble. 
Whether a juvenile is under an 
obligation to deliver 
newspapers 
on time to his customers, make 
his collections and keep his ac­ 
counts straight, or 
whether 
he 
merely is under an obligation to 
pick up his clothes and mow the 
lawns, the idea is the same. 
He learns how it feels to be 
responsible 
for 
something. 
He 
learns about the gratification of 
doing well and the grief that en­ 
sues when he fails. 
This is what Newspaperboy Day

The Big Sleep 


As the days grow chilly, a mys­ 
terious force within certain crea­ 
tures seems to say; “Well, it’s just 
about time to go underground for a 
good long rest.” 
The big sleep — a state of sus­ 
pended animation — is nature’s 
way of tiding vulnerable animals 
over the lean cold days of winter, 
the National Geographic Society 
points out. Men, who lengthen 
their own days with artificial light 
and often appear bent on crowd­ 
ing 13 months into each year, call 
it hibernation. But they do not 
know how it happens. 
Take 
the 
woodchuck. 
Having 
made a storage locker of its body, 
the rodent stows away a snack of 
green fodder on the slim chance 
it may wake up hungry before 
spring. Then the drowsy animal 
seals its burrow, rolls into a furry 
ball, and goes into a trance. Pulse 
and breathing approach the van­ 
ishing point. Seemingly dead, the 
woodchuck 
sleeps 
month 
after 
month like a slow-burning lamp 
that needs almost no fuel. 
Ground 
squirrels, 
hedgehogs, 
badgers, bats, and dormice also 
find cozy hideaways for the win­ 
ter, as do bears, snakes, turtles, 
frogs, spiders, mosquitoes, cray­ 
fish. snails, and some worms. 
Some of nature’s sleepyheads 
take astonishingly long naps. One 
classic case confounded the British 
Museum. Four years after the pre­ 
sumably empty shell of an Egyp­ 
tian desert snail was mounted on 
a card, the snail crawled out, hun­ 
gry but none the worse for wear. 
Few of the sleepyheads are true 
hibernators. Bears, for instance, 
sleep in a normal state in dark 
snug dens, consuming the fat stored 
up in their bodies during a sum­ 
mer eating spree. Mother bears 
give birth to cubs during the twi­ 
light sleep. 
True hibernators, a small group 
of northern mammals, undergo 
radical physical changes that are 
baffling. Body functions virtually 
cease. So low is the flame of life 
that a hedgehog survived a 224- 
minute-long dunking in w a t e r . 
Woodchucks 
and 
bats, 
sleeping 
through laboratory tests, h a v e 
lived for four hours in deadly car­ 
bon dioxide.

First half, but the fired-up visiting 
Steubenville eleven came roaring 
back onto the field after intermis­ 
sion to wipe out the margin and go 
an to win 20-19 in another thriller 
For some 6,500 fans.

“The following summer, after I 
had Ikked the illness and was 
with St. Paul, I was hosp italized 
with muscle sp asms in my back. 
A doctor in an Indianap olis hos­ 
p ital warned me to give up p itch­ 
ing. I was stubborn, I guess. 1 
refused to believe him.” 
It was on the recommendation 
of Leon Hamilton, the scout who 
originally had signed him for the 
Yankees and then had transferred 
allegiance to the Dodgers, that 
the Brooks decided to take a 
gamble on Don. For the modest 
investment of $4,500, they drafted 
him for their St. Paul farm in 
the American Assn. from the Yan­ 
kee’s Binghamton Eastern League 
affiliate.

That’s why he decided to pitch his 
No. I man despite only a two-day 
rest. 
“No use holding Ford back any 
longer,” Casey muttered in the 
quiet of the losers’ clubhouse aft­ 
er they had suffered their worst 
humiliation in any fall Classic.

NEW YORK Uh — Don Bessent. 
the kid pitcher the New York 
Yankees forgot about and doctors 
advised should never play ball 
again, took his place today along­ 
side Sal Maglie, Gil Hodges and 
Duke Snider as one of Brooklyn’s 
brightest World Series stars. 
But as a Dodger, the bespectacl­ 
ed 25-year-old Jacksonville, Fla., 
righthander, turned back the Yan­ 
kees with six hits and only two 
runs in seven finely pitched re­ 
lief innings Friday* to win his first 
World Series game in the Dodg­ 
ers’ 13-8 humiliation of seven Yan­ 
kee hurlers. 
Five years ago Bessent was one 
of the 
most promising 
pitcher 
prospects in the Yankee chain. He 
was on his way to the top after 
winning 22 gam es-at La Grange, 
Ga., in 1950, and ll out of 13 for 
Norfolk, Va., in a half season in 
1951. 
But something happened in the 
playoffs in 1951 that changed Bes- 
^teent’s entire career. He slipped 
off the mound, injured his back 
and was sent home. Two weeks 
later, trying to get out of bed, 
he threw one leg over the other 
— and they locked. He was so 
helpless, his mother and sister 
had to help him off the bed. 
Brought to a Baltimore hospi­ 
tal, Bessent underwent an opera­ 
tion that required 3*4 hours. He 
was flat on his back for seven 
weeks and a convalescent for IO 
months. 
“ I 
never 
thought 
I’d 
pitch 
again,” said Bessent as he re­ 
called those agonizing months in 
bed, unable at times to lift his 
head for even a drink of water. 
“But I had enough determination 
to give it a battle. 


“The following summer, after I 
had licked the illness and was 
with St. Paul, I was hospitalized 
with muscle spasms in my back. 
A doctor in an Indianapolis hos­ 
pital warned me to give up pitch­ 
ing. I was stubborn, I guess. I 
refused to believe him.” 
It was on the recommendation 
of Leon Hamilton, the scout who 
originally had signed him for the 
Yankees and then had transferred 
allegiance to the Dodgers, that 
the Brooks decided to take a 
gamble on Don. For the modest 
investment of $4,500. they drafted 
him for their St. Paul farm in 
the American Assn. from the Yan­ 
kee’s Binghamton Eastern League 
affiliate. 
“ I don’t know why the Yankees 
forgot about me.” Bessent said. 
“But I can understand why the 
Yankees wouldn’t want to take a 
chance on me. Doctors had graft­ 
ed a piece of bone, taken from 
my pelvis, into my spine and I 
guess that scared the Yankees. 
Only last spring, I went through 
another operation, this time to 
strengthen my stomach muscles.” 
Hamilton, beaming over his pro­ 
tege’s fine achievement, explained 
why he induced the Dodgers to 
claim Bessent. 
“One day, a couple of months 
after he had recovered from his 
operation,, I spotted him playing 
baseball. Funny thing, he wasn’t 
p i t c h i n g . 
The 
other 
teams 
wouldn’t permit him to pitch be 
cause he was too good. So he be­ 
came the catcher. When I saw 
him catch two nine innings games 
in one day, I knew he was all 
right again. That’s when I inter­ 
ested the Dodgers in him.”

Bloor Relates 
Store History 


Pharmacy Operator 
Speaks To Lions 


The history of a pharmacy busi­ 
ness that has grown in eight y ears 
to include stores in East 
End, 
downtown and Wellsville was re­ 
lated to the Lions Club Friday 
noon by Paul Bloor, founder. 
Bloor explained he launched the 
tnisioess Jan. 19, 1949, when he 
used borrowed capital to purchase 
the former East End Pharmacy on 
Pennsy lvania Ave. Business the 
first day , a snowy , gloomy Sun­ 
day , grossed only $70, he related. 
But it grew steadily and the debt 
was paid off within 14 months. 
Bloor told the club. Through most 
of the early life of the business, 
he worked from 9 a. m. to midnight 
daily to hold down pay roll costs. lie 
explained. 
In the fall of 1950,' he acquired 
the former Fleming Confectionery 
on E. 5th and Market Sts. It was 
operated unchanged until the fall 
of 1952, when a major section was 
i^emodeled into a drugstore and the 
former restaurant business w a s 
dropped. 
The Market St. side of the store 
is scheduled for major remodeling 
soon, with a new exterior and new 
fixtures. Bloor said. 
In August 1954, the former Haugh 
Pharmacy on Main St., Wellsville, 
was added to the operation. The 
first day ’s business produced $38— 
termed “about an average day 
—but the volume was over 200 
times that figure in August 1956, 
Bloor said.
